Ervin, who sponsored the racing commis- 
ruling prohibiting the legitimate 
transmission of race results from tracks 
until 20 minutes after each race, would 
now extend this gag on the press to 30

minutes. [See editorial in The Btoop- 
Horse of March 10, page 521.] 


Mr. Ervin has a fistful of recommen- 


dations that will go before the State 
Legislature in its coming session, de- 


signed “to give more punch to Florida’s 
anti-bookie laws.” 

Among other things. the attorney gen- 
eral wants no truck with scratch sheets. 
He suggests a law forbidding not only 
publication of scratch sheets, but also 
wall charts, tip sheets. or bookie tickets. 
It would not apply to official race track 
programs, which, to say the least. is very 
generous of the man. 

Mr. Ervin also suggests prohibiting any 
information on changing odds, track con- 
ditions, jockey changes and the like. less 
than an hour before the first race of the 
day. He is still naive enough to believe 
that the 20- or 30-minute ban. and the 
delay in reporting odds changes and so on, 
would hamper bookies in getting prompt 
race information. 

A survey already has shown, since the 
commission’s 20-minute gag went into 
effect at Hialeah Park. that the bookies 
are still getting information faster than 
legitimate sources, such as the Associated 
Press, and that there is no leakage to the 
books at all from legitimate sources. 

Mr. Ervin also has asked the Legisla- 
ture to amend the anti-bookie law so it 
will apply to all means of communica- 
tions instead of “private wires” only. 

The State Senate now has power to 
remove or reinstate officials suspended by 
the governor. Under Mr. Ervin’s proposal, 
the official would be reinstated if the Su- 
preme Court set aside the order remov- 
ing him. 

And Mr. Ervin also urges the Legisla- 
ture to adopt a resolution calling upon 


Congress to enact a Federal law forbid- 
ding the transmission of racing informa- 
tion in interstate commerce for gambling 
purposes. 

We have hit upon reform days, and the 
suppression of legitimate news matter. 
But here in Florida anything can and does 
happen. 

In the meantime, the racing commis- 
sion members evidently are doing a bit of 
fancy stalling anent the possibility of re- 
pealing the 20-minute delay ruling. If it 
is not repealed this coming week. then 
the gag will stick, it is believed, through 
Gulfstream Park’s meeting. 

The excuse for the delay in action on 
the ban is that Commissioners B. P. 
Beville and Ralph Crum are ill. or were 
when this copy moved on to the printer. 
Because of their illness. Chairman Leo 
Edwards said. cancellation of a meeting 
intended last week to consider the thing 
hecame unavoidable. Mr. Edwards and 
Commissioners Roy Patience and P. O. 
Corbin could call a meeting. constituting 
a quorum, but it is whispered about that 
Mr. Corbin is an Ervin man who favors 
the rule. Three votes are required to re- 
peal the rule. 

It is strange that while Mr. Beville is 
reported ill, he is able to travel to his 
home at Gainsville. yet cannot attend a 
commission meeting. Mr. Crum was _ re- 
ported seriously ill in a Lakeland hospital. 

The Messrs. Edwards and Patience seem 
convinced that the delaying rule is caus- 
ing more harm than good. They also con- 
cede that bookmakers are receiving infor- 
mation by illegal means faster than it 
is being supplied to daily newspapers by 
the Associated Press and the Daily Rac- 
ing Form. In Las Vegas. Nev., for in- 
stance, the results are flashed in about 
five minutes, 15 minutes earlier than 
legitimate sources are permitted to cover 
them under the commission’s order. The 
whole thing is an insult to the press.

State Legislature meets this spring. This 
is the aftermath of their resentment to 
the commission’s fostering of nine races 
daily.

MORE ON THE FOALING MARE 


What About Ninth-Day Breeding? 


Is It a Sound General Policy to Follow, or Are 


There Important Considerations Against It? 


HE oft-referred-to “normal” foaling mare will come to our 

attention again at eight or nine days after foaling. On this 
day it is the routine procedure for the veterinarian to examine 
her and decide if her health in general and the condition of her 
genital tract in particular are such that breeding on the follow- 
ing (the ninth) day would be advisable. 

Here we are facing a subject that has been debated, 
berated. and in general mauled around on any occasion where 
two or more breeders have had the opportunity to express 
their opinions. While the practice of breeding on the ninth 
day is a very common one. it would be quite impossible to 
determine the origin of the selection of this particular day 
for the first breeding following foaling. As a matter of fact. 
foaling mares may be bred. and sometimes are, on any day 
from the seventh to the twelfth, or even the fourteenth. after 
foaling. One well known horse breeder in the Lexington area 
who confines his breeding to heavy horses has exceptionally 
good results from breeding on the seventh day. 

It is not unusual to see a Thoroughbred mare accept the 
stallion on the ninth day, but register an unmistakable No! 
when teased on the tenth day. On the other hand, many mares 
“stay in” from two to four days after the ninth day. and may 
be bred at any time during this period. Perhaps the ninth 
day is the average. or the day on which the majority of foaling 
mares may be expected to arrive at the physical and mental 
state most favorable to conception. or getting in foal. How- 
ever, it is not so much the exact day that is important. but 
whether or not it is a sound breeding practice to follow. As 
indicated before. this is a rather tender subject. and one 
that many veteran breeders have very strong feelings about. 
Rather than try to force an issue, a consideration of both sides 
of the question may aid any undecided bystanders in making 
a decision. 

On the affirmative side of ninth-day breeding. the first and 
most obvious point is that the practice has been followed since 
anyone now living can remember. Our fathers and = grand- 
fathers did it and evidently had good results. or at least no 
particularly bad results. or they would not have continued 
ninth-day breeding in so exact a manner. 

Point two:-if a foaling mare is “passed” (not bred on 
the ninth day). there is a chance that she will not come in 
season again until late. thus very markedly affecting the 
chances of getting her in foal. Some mares are known not to 
come in season after the “foal heat.” or ninth day. 

Another problem is that the mare may not show to a 
teaser while she is nursing a foal. This also makes subsequent 
breeding more difficult. Ordinarily these mares will accept a 
stallion on the ninth day or thereabouts. Another considera- 
tion is that this period is the one time. and possibly the only 
time. that a so-called “spec” mare can be bred with reasonable 
assurance that she will be ovulating. This classification covers 
individuals that will not give visible indications of any stage 
of their estrus cycle in a consistent manner. There also is a 


feeling among advocates of ninth-day breeding that a larger 
percentage of mares conceive at this time than at any later 
breeding period. 

Finally. the situation will arise during the latter part of 
the breeding season when it is a matter of breeding on the 
ninth day or letting the mare go barren for the ensuing year. 
Under these circumstances there is an almost overwhelming 
urge to breed the mare even when some doubt exists in the 
mind of the breeder as to the soundness of the decision. 

Without further comment at this time. we can go ahead 
with the observations of people who feel that ninth-day breed- 
ing is not basically sound. and who would either eliminate it 
or limit it to exceptional cases. 

The first point taken up by those opposed to ninth-day 
breeding is that eight days is not time enough for a mare te 
clean up properly after foaling. The mechanics of the foal- 
ing procedure. as described earlier. generally will) result in 
minor bruises or slight lacerations or tears to parts of the 
birth canal. even under the best of circumstances. These bruises 
or tears may not be serious in themselves. but it must be ad- 
mitted that such injuries cause a lowered tissue resistance. and 
provide an ideal situation for the growth of bacteria that 
would be promptly destroyed in normal. healthy tissue. 

Following this line of reasoning. there is the belief that 
even though a mare does conceive on the ninth day. there is 
a reasonable chance that she will abort as a result of infec- 
tion either present in the genital tract at this time or intro- 
duced at the time of breeding. Some breeders have not been 
as fortunate in getting their mares in foal from  ninth-day 
breeding. and they feel that the risk mentioned above more 
than offsets the advantage of * 
mares bred at this time. 


settling” a small percentage of 


There is the possibility that even though the genital iract 
appears to be in good condition when examined by the veter- 
inarian, tissue damage may have taken place in a location not 
accessible for inspection. Such a spot anywhere in the uterus or 
within the folds of the cervix would be impossible to detect 
by vaginal examination. 

Without trying to evade an issue or to maintain an on-thie- 
fence position, it would seem wise to recognize the sound points 
of each argument and then try to put together the most  in- 
telligent) combination. This could be expected to yield the 
optimum results in breeding efficiency. 

Of course nobody will question the advisability of passing 
the mare that is severely torn. visibly bruised. with a sloughing 
of tissue. or showing a discharge of questionable nature. 

A check of the breeding records of any of the larger 
nurseries in the Blue Grass region for a period of vears will 
show that of all mares bred on the ninth day after foaling. a 
conception rate of less than 50 per cent was obtained. This 
percentage. it should be kept in mind. was obtained with mares 
that had been carefully examined by a qualified veterinarian 
and had been found to be in apparent top breeding condition. 
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If a mare and foal can be turned out, Nature will do a wonderful job of restoring damaged tissue. 


It is to be understood also that if a good many mares had 
not been removed from the ninth-day breeding list by the vet- 
erinarian. the percentage would have fallen even lower. 

This figure. when compared with the final working per- 
centage of 75 per cent and upwards of mares in foal. does 
hot seem impressive. Perhaps the reason the ninth-day  prae- 
tice has continued through the vears is that many breeders. 
especially those with a great many mares to breed. take the 
attitude: “Well. every one stopped now is one less to stop later.” 

As mentioned before. the tissues making up the genital 
tract of the mare have amazing powers of regeneration and 
repair. under normal conditions of health. as well as excep- 
tionally strong resistance that enables them to stop or throw 
off infections. Such healing and rapid sterilization of minor 
injuries is much more noticeable in the genital tract than in 
any other part of the body. 

From personal experience it has been noted that) strep- 
tecoccic and staphylococcic infections found on cultures from 
the cervix the day after foaling generally have disappeared 
completely by the eighth day. as indicated by cultures taken 
at this time. However. it should be emphasized that recuper- 
ative ability is shown to such an extent by healthy tissue. and 
over a period of time. Any injury requires additional effort 
in the form of tissue reaction. and even though healing is 
progressing satisfactorily or the infection is being controlled 
to the point where examination reveals an a/most normal ap- 
pearance. added irritation and contamination with infective 
organisms during breeding can completely change the picture. 

It is quite possible that a mare which undoubtedly would 
he clean and sound for breeding on the 27th day following 
foaling could develop a uterine infection that) would require 
practically the remainder of the breeding season to overcome. 
if bred on the ninth day. It is well to remember that bacteria 
can be found almost anywhere on horses at any time. In spite 
of all hygienic measures taken in the breeding shed. a certain 
number of bacteria will gain entrance to the genital tract of 
the mare. Hf the lining (epithelium) of this tract is intact and 
healthy. such contamination will be taken care of satisfactorily. 
If not—the results will not be gratifying. 


After an analysis of all the facts. it must be concluded that 
probably more genital and foal infections have their origin in 
the breeding shed than anyone would care to admit. The only 
practical method of combatting this. aside from hygienic pre- 
cautions in the actual breeding operations. is having the mare 
in perfect breeding health. 

What might be designated as a pseudo-psychosis is found 
among farm managers and broodmare men during March 
through May and part of June. This peculiar condition is char- 
acterized by a typical group of symptoms. most apparent when 
the sufferer is teasing mares. The following symptoms are most 
predominant: intermittent periods of deep meditation. followed 
by sudden outbursts in which extremely unkind and derogatory 
remarks are directed toward the mare in particular and to the 
weather and inanimate objects in general. This is likely to be 
followed by short) periods of head-seratching. chin-rubbing. 
eye-squinting. and expectant waiting. after which a notation is 
made on the teasing sheet ("7"). and the job of teasing goes 
on. The symptoms may be repeated several times before the 
day's teasing is finished. In warm months. when mares are 
taken up during the day and turned out all night. a person 
afflicted with this condition can be observed wandering aim- 
lessly through the fields during the late afternoon. watching 
first one mare then another. Or. unobserved by the mares. he 
may be peering at them from some vantage point. while  per- 
haps talking softly to himself. It is known that this condition 
is brought on by frustration resulting from many unsuecessful 
attempts to determine whether the aforementioned “spec” mares 
under his care are in season. out of season. going out. coming 
in. or what. 

After watching victims of this 100 per cent non-fatal eon- 
dition for quite a number of years. one can understand why 
they would want to breed those mares on the ninth day. 

In all seriousness. such mares can be considerable trouble 
to get in foal, and perhaps do merit a little extra considera- 
tion when deciding on a ninth-day breeding. However. in breed- 
ing establishments where the services of a veterinarian are 
regularly available. it has become the general practice to make

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Triple Crown 


Nomination List 


The release on March 10 of the list 
of nominees to the 1951 Kentucky Derby 
rounded out the prospective fields for 
the so-called American Triple Crown— 
the 114-mile Kentucky Derby, the 1,%;- 
mile Preakness Stakes, and the 114-mile 
Belmont Stakes. 

Nominees for the Derby, to be raced at 
Churchill Downs on May 5, totalled 122. 
The Preakness, to be raced at Pimlico on 
May 19, drew 64 nominations, with the 
chance for a few more when supplemen- 
tary nominations close on April 16 (at 
$2,250 each). The Belmont Stakes, tenta- 
tively scheduled for June 16, attracted 92 
nominations. A total of 162 3-year-olds 
were named for the three rich prizes: 
Derby and Belmont Stakes, each at $100,- 
000 added, and the Preakness at $75,000 
added. 


The list of the 162 nominees, published 
herewith, includes 54 horses named for 
the Derby alone, 10 for the Preakness 
alone, 14 for the Belmont alone, 6 for 
the Derby-Preakness, 30 for the Derby- 
Belmont, 16 for the Preakness-Belmont, 
and 32 for the Derby-Preakness-Belmont. 

Aunt Jinny, Sickle’s Image, Fast Donna, 
and Staggering In are the fillies nominat- 
ed for the Derby. Vulcania is the only 
Preakness filly, and with How, she makes 
a pair of fillies for the Belmont Stakes. 

Among the 3-year-olds most prominent- 
ly mentioned in the early speculation over 
the races are Old Rowley, Lord Putnam, 
Bernwood, Big Stretch, General Staff, To 
Market, Mameluke, Battlefield, and Bugle- 
drums, all of which are entered in the 
series of three races. Uncle Miltie, the 
top colt in the Experimental Handicap 
ratings, and Rough’n Tumble, winner of 
the Santa Anita Derby, are in the Derby 
and Belmont only. However, there is time 
remaining to make them supplementary 
eligibles to the Preakness. 

In the list at the right, the nominees 
are listed alphabetically by owners. Af- 
ter the name .of the horse, the races 
for which he was nominated are shown 
in parentheses, as (D) for Derby, (P) 
for Preakness, (B) for Belmont Stakes.

The Drayton Bureau’s Report 
To the Kefauver Committee 


In the course of nationwide investiga- 
tions by the Senate Special Committee to 
Investigate Crime Interstate Com- 
merce (the Kefauver Committee). racing 
has received damaging publicity through 
individuals connected with bookmaking. 
gambling. the wire service. and so on. In 
mest instances the thread of testimony has 
led from a bookmaker or a wire service 
distributor to a gang of hoodlums. who 
have used force or fixing or a combina- 
tion of them to gain control in their op- 
erating areas. 

The frequeney with which racing ha- 
been cited as an indirect source of reve- 
nue to these racketeers has been noticed 
glumly by many persons of the Turf. and 
by Senator Kefauver. who is not a racing 
man and might conceivably consider these 
criminal elements as being a part of rae- 
ing itself. as many newspaper readers 
undoubtedly have done. Indeed. some of 
the men connected with gambling and 
other illegal enterprises are also known 
as breeders and owners. a fact that is 
hard to treat with indifference. 

As the people of racing know. the 
greater number of these racketeers live 
off racing. not within it. But the news- 
paper-reading public might logically con- 
sider that all the smoke must) indicate 
some fire. 

To offset any unfavorable impression 
that the Kefauver Committee may have 
acquired through its explorations Mi- 
ami. Kansas City. Cleveland. Chicago. and 
elsewhere the story was everywhere. the 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protec- 
tive Bureau. under Speneer J. Drayton. 
prepared a report to show racing as it is 
conducted at) TRA tracks. The report 
makes a bound volume of slightly under 
a hundred pages. It is an effective pres- 
entation, and ‘offers facts that have not 
previously been assembled so concisely. 
If the members of the Kefauver Commit- 
tee study the report-—as they probably 
will. because they requested a great 
deal of the unfavorable impression that 
was generated for racing will be dispelled. 
as far as the committee is concerned, 

In asking for the report. Senator Ke- 
fauver stated: “The study which the Com- 


mittee is particularly interested solieit- 


ing the assistance of your organization in 
preparing would include) among other 
things the number of tracks. the amounts 


wagered. the tax revenue. the characteris- 
tics of the hangers-on and touts. and au- 
dience attracted. the psychological moti- 
vation of those who gamble. the super- 
vision and control of operators. methods 
of cheating and fixing races and gambling 
devices. These are merely some of the 
items which come to mind. [ am sure that 
from the experiences of your organization 
you will be able to include within’ this 
study other items which yeu might rea- 
senably assume to be of interest to the 
Committee. Further. the Committee would 
be very interested in having the benefit 
of any suggestions or recommendations 
which your organization may feel free 
to submit as a result of its experiences.” 

Prior to the formation of the TRA and 
its auxiliary. the TRPB. there was no 
source to which the Kefauver Committee 
or a similar group could turn for such 
information. No other organization had 
the facilities. the money. and the time 
for collecting and publishing what the 
Kefauver people wanted to know. 

For the convenience of the committee 
members. some excerpts from the report 
are printed in the front. toe provide a 
quick summary of the contents. They will 
be of interest to those in racing who are 
concerned about the parasitic racketeers.

up a “spec” list rather early in the season. Such mares as 
will not indicate to the teaser anything that may be used io 
determine which state of the estrus evcle they are in are exam- 
ined regularly by the veterinarian. usually twice a week. He 
can. by these vaginal examinations. predict the most desirable 
day for breeding as the mare comes in estrum. Most of these 
mares have surprisingly regular cycles. as seen by examina- 
tion. though they may consistently remain “neutral” so far as 
their actions at the teasing pole are concerned. In general. this 
is also true of the mare that fails to show estrum after the 
ninth day. as well as one that will not show to a teaser while 
she has a foal at her side.

mares will appear later in this series. 

The weather for the few days following foaling is often the 
deciding factor in whether or not the mare will be in condition 
to permit breeding on the ninth day. Tf it is cold. wet. or 
otherwise unfavorable. so the mare and foal must be kept in 
the stall for the first six or eight days. there is little chance 
that the genital tract will be back to normal by the ninth day. 
If the weather is such that the mare and foal can be turned. in 
a vaddock each dav for exercise. nature will do a wonderful 
job of restoration of the damaged tissues to a normal or near 
normal state. So it is that fewer ninth-day mares will be bred 
early in the season as compared with the number bred in 
April and May. 

In concluding this somewhat rambling dissertation on the 
subject of breeding mares on the ninth day after foaling. we 
can say that the decision should be based on the goal that is 
sought. Tf this goal is the getting of as many mares as possible 
in foal as early as possible. then a good many mares will be 
bred on the ninth day. But if the sole object is the production 
of strong. healthy foals as surely as possible. then a good many 
ninth-day bookings will be cancelled with: “Our mare is not 
quite right yet.”

Marshall Cassidy Speaks On 


Problems of Registration 


One of the principal causes of the 
grumbling by Thoroughbred breeders 
against the sometimes inscrutable methods 
of The Jockey Club has been misunder- 
standing. The man on the farm has not 
been able to rationalize the processes of 
the registration authority. and of course 
the authority has not always understood 
the problems of the farm man. There has 
been more than distance between Park 
Avenue and Chittlin’ Switch. 

But a sizeable portion of the misunder- 
standing was dispelled at Lexington last 
week, and there is an augury of improved 
relations between the poles. They may 
never become pals. but they probably will 
be better friends. 

The medium of the rapprochement was 
a visit to the Blue Grass by Marshall Cas- 
sidy, executive secretary of The Jockey 
Club; John Kennedy. Mr. Cassidy’s assist- 
ant; and Francis Dunne, steward repre- 
senting the New York State Racing Com- 
mission at the New York tracks. It was 


Mr. Cassidy's first visit to Lexington in 
some years, and probably was his first 
contact with breeders on such a scale. And 
it offered the breeders their first good 
chance to meet an authoritative Jockey 
Club spokesman on their own grounds. 

The main purpose of the meeting was 
a talk by Mr. Cassidy to the Thorough- 
bred Club of America on Wednesday night, 
March 7. The Cassidy party arrived on 
Monday, however, and spent the interven- 
ing time in visiting breeding farms and 
holding informal discussions with the 
horsemen. 

At his request, a representative group 
of breeders and farm office personnel was 
invited to meet Mr. Cassidy at the Blood- 
Horse offices on Wednesday afternoon. It 
was at this session that much progress was 
made in learning the principal complaints 
that breeders have against Jockey Club 
registration procedures. Mr. Cassidy either 
explained why things are done in certain 
ways. or promised to investigate if there 


didn’t seem to be any particular reason for 
some policies. 

During the course of the conversations, 
Mr. Cassidy produced copies of the forms 
used in communicating between the Jockey 
Club and the farm men. and invited com- 
ments and criticisms. As a result of the 
discussions, it may be expected that 
changes will be made in foal registration 
applications. in the descriptions of ani- 
mals on registration certificates, in a 
standardization in the size of some of the 
forms. and in other ways. The session pro- 
duced a much clearer understanding of the 
problems of the two groups. and evidence 
that both sides are more interested in 
smooth relations than in wrangling. 

At the Wednesday night dinner meeting, 
which was attended by more than 150 
breeders and horsemen, Mr. Cassidy made 
a brief address. mainly concerning Jockey 
Club preblems in connection with regis- 
tration. 

“The Jockey Club.” he stated, “is facing 
some serious problems with respect to 
registration. During the past vear we had 
a serious case. the Stremmel case, involving 
the deliberately false registration of a 
number of horses. The fact that Stremmel 
did attempt to register foals by *Ortello 
when The Jockey Club had positive proof 
that they were not by that stallion led to 
confusion, and made it impossible to ac- 
cept any of the foals involved. Because 
some of the horses were sold through pub- 
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MARSHALL CASSIDY, executive secretary of The Jockey Club, and party stopped at Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm 
while on a tour of Central Kentucky breeding establishments.

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lie auction, a lot of innocent people were 
involved. The Jockey Club is particularly 
anxious that there shall be no taint in the 
Stud Book. 

“There is another registration problem 
that seems to be growing. Where they have 
Quarter Horse racing in some of the west- 
ern states. there also is Thoroughbred 
racing. We have had our attention called 
to instances where horses have been regis- 
tered both as Quarter Horses and as Thor- 
oughbreds. We are faced with the problem 
of determining whether these are Quar- 
ter, Horses) or Thoroughbreds. because 
different breeding is given for both regis- 
trations. It is impossible for The Jockey 
Club to accept the word of such a regis- 
trant. We expect to have some trouble on 
this score within a year or so. 

“It took a year’s time and a consider- 
able amount of money to settle the Strem- 
mel case. In view of these problems, we 
feel sure that the larger breeders will ac- 
cept more. stringent’ registration regula- 
tions. It may become necessary, for ex- 
ample, for us to receive prompt notifica- 
tion of covers, from both the mare owner 
and the stallion owner, and of the birth of 
foals. It may be necessary for us to send 
out field groups to register foals. and per- 
haps tattoo them at the same time. Our 
efforts will be to protect the breeder. You 
may rest assured that it is the desire of

The Jockey Club to make things easier 
with regard to registration. while at the 
same time making false registration as dif- 
ficult as possible.” 

During the course of his meeting with 
the Wednesday afternoon, 
Mr. Cassidy had suggested that it might 
be well for The Jockey Club to send a 
representative to Kentucky this fall to 
help breeders with their foal registrations. 
He mentioned sending Dr. J. G. Catlett, 
who has had long experience at identify- 
ing horses. The tentative procedure would 
be for Dr. Catlett to address the breeders 
at a meeting, and explain Jockey Club 
nomenclature and registration —require- 
ments. Then he would spend some time at 
the farms, assisting with the taking of 
foal descriptions. It was agreed that early 
September would be a suitable time for 
Dr. Catlett's visit.

Flares Dies in Canada 


Flares, winner of the Ascot Gold Cup, 
died at the Canadian National Stud, at 
Oshawa, Ont., on February 6. He had 
been leased to the Canadian establishment 
by his owner-breeder, William Woodward, 
of Belair Stud. Flares, foaled in 1933, was 
a bay horse by Gallant Fox—Flambino, by 


*Wrack. He raced successfully in Eng- 
land, winning the Newmarket, Middle 


Park. Burwell, Princess of Wales’. Dul- 
lingham, Lowther, and Champion Stakes, 
in addition to the 2!4-mile Ascot Gold Cup, 
which was his last race before being re- 
tired to the stud. 

He was first sent to Arthur B. Hancock's 
Ellerslie Stud, in Virginia, and later ship- 
ped to Mr. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, at 
Paris.

COMMISSION AUTHORITY 


The State Supreme Court of West Vir- 
ginia has affirmed the right of the racing 
commission to suspend a race horse it 
finds to have been doped. C. W. Spiker. of 
Martinsburg, had sought an order directing 
the commission to reinstate his horse, 
Lucky Linda. which had been suspended 
for six months after a commission finding 
that procaine had been used on her in 
a race. 

The horse’s trainer was also suspended, 
but the owner. Mr. Spiker, had been held 
blameless in the case. Mr. Spiker argued 
that the commission does not have the au- 
thority to suspend horses. The court dis- 
agreed, holding that State racing laws give 
it that right.

Jule Fink and 
The Jockey Club 


In February, 1949, Jule Fink applied to 
The Jockey Club for a license to race 
horses at New York tracks. No action 
was taken on the application, and at the 
expiration of 15 days it was considered 
refused. This was the customary way of 
turning down an application by The Jock- 
ey Club. which had been empowered by 
the New York Legislature to act as the 
licensing authority for the New York State 
Racing Commission. 


Subsequently Mr. Fink’s attorney asked 
for a joint hearing before the New York 
commission and two stewards of The Jock- 
ey Club. as provided for by law. The hear- 
ing was held, and the earlier decision of 
the Jockey Club was supported. 


The principal causes cited for the re- 
jection of Mr. Fink’s application for an 
owner’s license were, in brief, that the 
applicant had been connected with book- 
makers. that he and some of his associates 
had “systematically diverted revenue from 
the State of New York by placing bets 
other than through pari-mutuel machines 
in said State.” that he had made a false 
statement in his sworn application [that 
he had never been arrested], and that his 
character, reputation, and associates were 
such that licensing him as an owner would 
be detrimental to the best interests of rac- 
ing. A lengthy bill of particulars. citing 
the evidence against Mr. Fink, was releas- 
ed by the racing commission on November 


3, 1949. 


But Mr. Fink would not take no for an 
answer. Even after two court decisions 
had gone against him, he persisted in his 
efforts to get a license. In his latest court 
maneuver his lawyer based his plea on the 
fact that the Legislature had no right to 
delegate licensing powers to a_ private 
group such as The Jockey Club. On this 
point he was victorious: On March 8, the 
New York State Court of Appeals decided 
that the licensing power granted to The 
Jockey Club. as a group “neither chosen

by, nor responsible to, the State govern. 
ment,” was an unconstitutional delega. 
tion of legislative authority. 


The Court of Appeals decision was not 
unexpected. In order to permit racing to 
open at Jamaica on April 2. as scheduled, 
legislation was at once prepared for con- 
sideration at the current session of the 
New York Legislature. Quick action was 
expected, for racing had turned over more 
than $20 million to the State in 1950. and 
nobody wanted to lose a fraction of that 
amount through delay. It seemed likely 
that in view of the court decision, the li. 
censing power would be given to the rac- 
ing commission, as in most other states. 
The only exception is Delaware, which 
like New York has relied upon Jockey 
Club authority in licensing. 


However. the court decision did not 
have the effect of granting Mr. Fink a li- 
cense. He would have to go through that 
again. 


Since its foundation in 1894, The Jockey 
Club has exerted considerable influence 
on American racing. both directly, 
through its licensing authority in New 
York and Delaware, and its ownership of 
the American Stud Book, and indirectly, 
through its prestige and its devotion to the 
best interests of the Turf. It has been a 
body not susceptible to pressure from poli- 
ticians or others, and though its dicta have 
not always been accepted with the best of 
grace, there has been no question as to the 
integrity of its members. 


By precept and example, Jockey Club 
members have set a high standard for 
American racing. Even during the Hughes 
era of 1908-12 and thereabout, when rac- 
ing was illegal in New York, the influence 
of The Jockey Club extended unofficially 
to the few remaining racing states. When 
racing was revived in New York, members 
of The Jockey Club were among the lead- 
ers in restoring the sport to its previous 
activity. At the time pari-mutuel betting 
was legalized in New York in 1934, the 
stature of The Jockey Club was such that 
the licensing power was given to it by the 
Legislature. in the knowledge that the 
power would be administered fairly and 
according to the best interest of the sport. 
Since that time there has been no sugges- 
tion that the members have not acted with 
their best judgment. consistent with the 
conduct of racing on a high plane. 


Though the licensing power for New 
York has been removed from 250 Park 
Avenue. there seems to be little likelihood 
that any effort will be made to limit The 
Jockey Club’s operation of the Stud Book. 
In this respect its authority is acknowledg- 
ed by all racing states. which require that 
all horses racing at recognized flat race 
meetings for Thoroughbreds must be reg: 
istered in the Stud Book and named ac- 
cording to the registry requirements.

When John D. Hertz decided to retire 
his stallion Reigh Count to the stud. he felt 
that such a stayer might get progeny bet- 
ter suited to American racing if he were 
bred to speed mares. He immediately set 
about to buy some by Haste. which had a 
reputation for siring mares with a turn of 


speed. One of his purchases was Quickly. 
bought from Hirsch Jacobs and Isidore 


Bieber at a price reported to be less than 
$2.500. 

Quickly’s first foal was a filly by Reigh 
Count; Depth Charge (by Bold Venture) 
was her third. When Depth Charge was 
a weanling, Mr. Hertz sold some horses to 
reduce a surplus. and Robert J. Kleberg. 
of King Ranch. bought the colt by Bold 
Venture. 

If Mr. Kleberg had not had an aversion 
to cribbing mares. he might have bought 
the dam of the foal. too. For while he was 
visiting the Hertz farm. the story goes. he 
asked Mr. Hertz if he would sell her.
